Sealing the Silo.

By common consent it was 
called Newton house. H ere his daugh­

The observatory, w ith its win­ 
dows of sm all old-fashioned panes of

It was prized by 
Burney, kept in repair, and shown to 
his friends

Fanny Burney it was “my favorite sit- 
ting-place, w here I can retire to read 
or w rite any of my private fancies or j 
vagaries.” 
In Burney’s day Newton 
house was the rendezvous of a literary, 
musical and artistic coterie. 
Garrick 
was a w elcome visitor, and Sir Joshua 
Reynolds was wont to come round 
from his house hard by in Leicester 
Fields. 
Doctor Johnson was a caller. 
A note of his, dated Bolt court, Novem­ 
ber 17, 1784, says “Mr. Johnson, who 
came hom e last night, sends his re­ 
spects to dear Doctor Burney; and to 
all the dear Burneys, little and great.”
